Sea, The new town and: port of Dalni at the 
terininus of-the line was begun list year and 
is to be a free port. About 800 versts of the 
Chinese railway are ‘alreddy laid down, 
Temporary, traffic has been opened for 445 
versts from Port Arthur to Mukden. ‘The main 
line from Missovai station of Chita to Stietensk 
was laid down by Dec. 28, 1899, so that only 
the line round Lake Baikal remains to be done. 
From Jans-1, 1900, the former Western and 
Central Siberian Railway Administrations bave 
been abolished, and everything connected with |, 
the construction of the whole line transferred 
to the newly-established Ceniral. Siberian Rail- 
way Administration, ‘ . 

The former divisions .were:--Phe West 
Siberian, from Chiliabinsk to the Obi, 1.328 
versts; Central Siberian, from the Obi to 
Irkutch, 1,754 versts ; the Circum-Baikil, fram 
Irkuich to Missovi, 292 versts ; the Trans-lkal | 
fram Missovoi (o Srientensk, 1,009 versis ; and 
the Ussuriau, from [abarovsk to Wladiwastock, 
729 yersis, ‘The Manchutian replacing the 
Amur line is, from an administrative point of 
view, distinct froni the Siberian, ‘Fhe. pecuni- 
ary expenses of the whole line, the tirst 
pau of which was laid on May .t2, 1891, 
ave been over R. 500,000,000, in’ addition 
to which about R. 130,000,000 will be required 
in 1900. The whole amount of the cost 
of construction will exceed RK. 750,000,000, 
From a commercial point of views. irrespective 
of the influence it will have on the development 
and population of Sibeyia itself. the new tine 
opens out large channels of trade, mare es- 
pecially in Chinese teas and silk, to the dis- 
advantage of the at present increasing import 
into Russia of Geytontand*Indian teas.

THE RELIEF OF LADYSMITH: - 
HOW. LONDON REJOICED, |- 


The following extracts from a letter received 
from England by the mail will doubtless prove 
of interest.to our readers :-— . 

“Of course you have heard of the general, 
rejoicirig that there was in London. Frow ten 
o'clock in the morning, when the news was 
given out at the Mansion House, till past mid- 
night there was a continual roar of voices in 
the Gity, ‘They say all London went mad; 
never was such a thing known before, .All 
traffic was stopped all round the Mansion 
House. Everybody at once went for flags ; red, 
white and blue ribbon was sold in such quanti- 
ties that they had to send all round the place 
and buy up every bit to supply the demand. The 
Stock Exchange people all-tarned out, some 
without their hats, and they climbed up on the 
busses, wagons and two or three brewer's drays 
that Wvere passing; tossed up their hats, cheered 
and sang ‘Gad save the Queen.” Old men 
came out of their offices and shook hands and 
danced, and if a soldier or sailoreame by he was 
lifted on, to the shoulders of the people and 
carried along. Mappin and Webbs, the’ big 
silvermiths justat the corner of Cheapside, were 
giving away whiskies and sodas to anyone who | 
came along. ba , ; 

“This happened in the morning, and when 
Dad came home with Cecil and Leo they were 
devarated with red, white and blue bouquets, 
and little buttons of Reberis, Buller or one of 
the generalsat the war We had tea and then 
I went up to, Town-to see some of the excite 
ment. When we got to the Mansion House 
there was the sume roar, going on. Such a 
crowd, all dancing and shouting: and, singing 
patriotic songs.” Girls and boys, youoy men 
and women were marching about with liule 
flaxs and hitting each other with red, ‘white 
and blue paper whips, or blowing penny (rum. 
pets, “Then you would see a fot joining arms 
and two rows marching backwards and for- 
wards like they do in “ Here we come gather- 
ing nuts in’ May”; olhers would join ina 


Sting ‘and: dance round, ‘but there was no 


rowing, all Seemed to be just gone jollily mad. 
When we had got some little way up Cheapside 
we found some busses which had had to go up 
back streets all the day. We goton one and 
went up to the West; here there was more 
room for the traffic, but large crowds were at 
every open space, cheering everything and 
everybody, Most of the large restaurants closed 
their doors at about ten o'clock, for their 
own safety, only they closed them full of 
people and they kept it up inside; such a 
hubbub, dancing ‘on the tables and cheering - 
everybody at the war and now and again 
singing the national anthem. We got home 
at about eleven, but [read in one ofthe 
newspapers that, at about four in the morning, 
ariny of ald men were found dancing round 
and round, which they kept up for hours, and 
there was one man with a big jar of samething, 
and he kept filling them up in turn. They 
didn't unclasp hands, but the stuff was ‘poured 
down.their throats,”

Transport after transport tells us a 

different tale. qt is perfectly-truc that the 

average reservist is a betterdeveloped man 
than his comrade with the colours, but it 
is unfortunately true that both: reservists and 
mititiamen containa very large number of ‘lame 
“ducks? hopelessly incapable of going. to ‘the 
front... . The percentage who are being 
landed here and sent to the station hospital, 
1 with the immediate ‘result of being marked. for 
re-drafling: to England, is far greater than 
would’ have been the case had an_ efficient 
system ‘of inspection been adopted on your 
side... . Fromthe object lessons one is secing 
here it is quite evident that the examinations 
vat home bave been conducted either by men 
“who do ‘hot understand military requirements 
or by men who were so pressed for,time that 
they had to run through the work ata speed 
which does not permit thorough investigation.” 

Certainly, there does not appear to have been
